Provided that the upper age limit prescribed in column 6 of the said Schedule 
may be relaxed In the case of Scheduled Castes, Scheduled Tribes and other 
special categories of persons in accordance with the general orders of the Central 
Government Issued from time to time. 


3. Dtequallfleatlon. — No person;— 

(a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage with a person having 

a spouse living or 

(b) who, having a .'tpouse living has entered into or contracted a marriage 

with any person, 

shall be eligible for appointment to service. 


Provided that the Central Government, may, if satisfied that such marriage 
is permlsalblo under the personal law applicable to such person and the other 
party to the marriage and there are pther ground.s for so doing, exempt any person 
from the operation of this mle.

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(c) “fleld of selection” means the list of eligible officers ftom which a 

selection will be made for inclusion in the Select Llsij; 

(d) “Rules” means the Railway Board Secretariat Stenographers Service 

Rules, 1971; 

(e) "Selection Committee” means the Committee constituted tn accordance 

with regulation 4; 

(f) “Select List” means the list of eligible officers consiuered fit for 

appointment to Selection Grade, and prepared in acqordance with 
regulation 5; 

(g) words and exbresslons used in these regulations and nojt defined but 

defined in the Rules, shall have the meanings respectively assigned 
to them in the Rules. 

3. Size of the Select List and fleld of selection.— d) The number of offleer-S 
to be included in the Select List from time to time shall be detefmlned as by 
the Central Government in the Ministry of Railways having regaifd to existing 
and anticipated vacancies in this Grade. 

(2) The field of selection shall ordinarily extend to five time the number of 
officers to be included in the Select List, provided that if the required number 
of officers of the requisite standard arc not available in the field so determined, 
the field may be enlarged to the extent considered by the Selection Committee. 

4. Selection Committee. — ;Thc Central Government in the Ministry of Rail- 
ways shall, from time to time, constitute a Selection Committee consisting of 
not les.s than three membens. The Chairman of the Selection Committee shall 
be an Officer not below the rank of Joint Secretary to the Government of India 
and the other members of the Committee shall be officers not belo'vf the rank of 
Deputy Secretary to the Government of India. 

5. Preparation of the Select List. — ( 1 ) A fre.sh Select List shaU[ be prepared

otherwise terminated; and 

(d) (i) persons officiating In Selection Grade beyond the petiod of trial 

specified in rule IS of the Rules, who are reverted therefrom as a 
result of a departmental enquiry or any proceedings ur|der the Dis- 
ciplinary and Appeal Rules for the Railway Services; 
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(ii) persons who either during or at the end of the period of trial in the 

Grade, specified Ini rule 15 of the Rules, are reverted therefrom 
under sub-rule (4) of rule 17 of the Rules, on the ground of un- 
fitness to continue In the Grade; or 

(iii) persons not yet promoted to Selection Grade, who on an annual re- 

view of the Select Last are found, because of deterioration in their 
record or conduct or both since inclusion in the said List, to have 
fallen below the required standard. 

7. Saving. — Notwithstanding anything contained in regulation 6, but subject 
to regulation 6, officers already approved for long term appointment to Selection 
Grade at the initial constitution but not appointed thereto before the commence- 
ment of these regulations, shall continue to be eligible for appointment to that 
Grade,

The Chairman of the ^election Committee shall be 
an Officer not below the rank of Joint Secretary to the Government of India 
and the other members of the Committee .shall be officers not befow the rank 
of Deputy Secretary to the Government of India. 

5. Preparation of the Select List. — (1) A fresh Select List shall! be prepared 
at least once every year, 

(2) The field of selection shall be determined by the Selection Committee by 
taking the required number of the .senior most eligible officers In the order of 
their seniority in Grade II of the Service. 

(3) The selection of officers included In the field of selection as dre considered 
fit for promotion to Grade I, shall be made by the Selection Com]nittee on the 
basis of merit with due regard to seniority. 

Norn. — While considering the cases of officers belonging to the Scheduled 
Castes and the Scheduled Tribes, the Selection Committee shall be gijilded by such 
instructions as may be Issued by the Department of Personnel In the Cabinet 
Secretariat from time to time. 

(4) The Select List shall be prepared by Including the required number of 
names. 

(5) The List as finally approved by the Central Government In the Ministry 
of Railways .shall form the Select List for Grade I In the Service. 

6 . Removal of names from the Select List. — (1) Subject to tlie exceptions 
specified In sub-regulation (3) an officer included in the Select List phall continue 
to be Included therein till he Is substantially appointed to Grade I. 

(2) Officers Included In the Select List who cannot be appointeji to Grade I 
or who are reverted therfefrom for want of vacancies, shall continue 10 be Included 
In the Select List and retain the seniority assigned to them In the slaid List. 

(3) The names of persons of the following categories shall be Removed from 
the Select List ; — 

(a) persons substantively appointed to Grade I; 

(b) persons transferred to another service or post; 

(c) persons who die or retire from the Service or who.se Services are other- 

wise terminated; and 
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(d) (1) persons offldatmg in Grade I beyond the period of trial specified 
in rule 16 of the rules, who are reverted therefrom as a result of a 
partmental enquiry or any proceedings under the Disciplinary and 
Appeal Rules of the Railway Services. 


(ii) persons who either during or at the end of the period of trial in the 
Grade, specified in rule 15 of the Rules, are reverted therefrom under 
sub-rule (4) of rule 17 of the Rules, on the ground of unfitness to 
continue In the Grade; or 


Til) persons not yet promoted to Grade I, who on an annual review of the 
Select List are found, because of deterioration in their record or con- 
duct or both since inclusion in the said List, to have fallen below the 
required standard. 


7. Saving.— Notwithstanding anything contained In regulation 5, but subject to 
regulation 6, officers approved for long-term appointment to Grade I at the Initial 
constitution but not appointed thereto before the commencement of these regu- 
lations, shaR continue to be eligible for appointment to that Grade,

PLANNING COMMISSION 

New Delhi, the 2nd January 1971 

G.S.B. 311. — In exercise of the powers conferred by the proviso to article 309 
of the Constitution, the President hereby makes the following rules regulating 
the method of recruitment to the post of Joint Director, Geology, in the Planning 
Commission, namely: — 

1 Short title and commencement, — (1) These rules may be called the Planning

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5. Disqualifications, — (1) No person, who has more than one kvife living or 
who, having a spouse living, marries in. any case in which such marriage is void 
by rea.^on of its taking place (luring the life time of such spouse, shjall be eligible 
for appointment to the said post. 

(3) The Central Government may, if it is satisfied that there are ipecial grounds 
living at the time of such marriage, or who has married a person who has a wife 
living at the time of such marriage, shall be eligible for appointmetnt to the said 
post. 

(3) The Central Government may, if it is satisfied that there are special grounds 
for so ordering, exempt any person from the operation of this rule. 

6 , Power to relax. — ^Where the Central Government is of the opinion that it is 
necessary or expedient ^0 to do, it may, by order, for reasons to be recorded in 
writing and in consultation with the Union Public Service Commission, relax any 
of the provisions of these rules with respect to any class or categorji of persons.

G.S.R. 216. — In exercke of the powers conferred by the proviso to article 309” 
•f the (Constitution, the President hereby makes the following rules reflating the 
method of recruitment to certain, posts in the Bureau of Publiq Enterprises, 
Ministry of Finance, naihely; — 


1, Short title and commencement. — (1) These rules may be called the Ministry 
of Finance, Bureau of Public Enterprises, [Director (Architecture), Executive 
Engineer (Civil), Architect, Administrative Ofllcer and Archltectuijal Assistant! 
Recruitment Rules, 1970, 


(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication ^n the Official 
Gazette. 


2. Application. — These rules shall apply to the posts specified Inj column 1 of 
the Schedule hereto annexed. 

3. Number of posts, classlficatlou and scale of pay. — The number bf posts, their 
classification and the scales of pay attached thereto shall be as spedflpd in columns 
2 to 4 of the said Schedule. 

4. Method of recruitment, age limit and other qualiflcations.— The method of 
recruitment to the said posts, age limit, qualifications and other matters connected 
therewith shall be as specified in columns 3 to 13 of the said Schedule: 


Provided that the upper age limit may be relaxed in the case of candidates 
belonging to Scheduled Castes, Scheduled Tribes and other special categories of 
persona in accordance with the general orders of the Central Government issued 
from time to time. 


6. Disqualifications. — No person — 

(a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage with a t)erson having; 

a spouse living, or 

(b) who, having a spouse living, has entered into or contracted a marriage 

with any person, 

shall be eligible for appointment to any of the said posts; 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied that sudh marriage is 
permissible under the personal law applicable to such person and the other party 
to the marriage and there are other grounds for so doing, exem^ any person 
from the operation of this rule. 

e. Power to relax. — Where the Central Government is of the opihlon that It 1» 
necessary or expedient so to do, it may, by order, for reasons to be recorded irt 
writing and in consultation with the Union Public Service Commlsaon, relax any 
of the provisions of these rules with respect to any class or categoiy of person^ 
posts.
